The amendment filed on December 10, 2002 (Paper No. 16) is not fully responsive to the previous Office action (Paper No. 15 mailed 
oh November 5, 2002) for the reasons set forth below.

As previously noted, the CLAIMS contain several different peptides, each of which must be defined by a SEQ ID NO. 
formula 1 is at least 9 amino acids long, 
formula 2 is at least 6 amino acids long 
formula 3 is at least 9 amino acids long. 

Any peptide of 4 amino acids or longer meets the criteria for requiring a sequence listing entry. Thus, each of formulas 1 , 2, and 3 
must be defined by a SEQ ID NO for the instant application to be in full compliance with the sequence rules. 

Since the reply appears to.be bona fide attempt to comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825), 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH from the mailing date of this communication within which to correct the 
deficiency so as to comply with the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) in order to avoid abandonment of the application under 37 
CFR 1.821(g).
